Library 'wired' to answer queries

Why does the Bennington flag start 
with a white stripe instead of a red 
stripe? 
What is the Indian symbol for wind? 
What are the words to the song 
“Finlandia,” written by Jean Sibelius 
and published in 1905 for a light opera? 
Such are the type of questions that can­ 
not be answered somewhere in the 69,235 
books at the Lompoc Public Library. Yet 
such are the type of questions that 
patrons want answered. 
They are answered many times, 
however, by BLIC — a service that is 
available to the library at no cost. 
The Black Gold Information Center — 
BLIC — is based in the Santa Barbara 
Library and staffed with a coordinator, 
two librarians and two clerks. Its 
resources include: 
— the extensive and strengthened 
Santa Barbara Library collection and the 
lib r a r y ’s s u b s c rip tio n to 1.200 
periodicals. 
— the UCSB library 
— SCAN (Southern California Answer­ 
ing Network) at the L A. Public Library 
with its tremendous development of in- 
depth materials of various subjects and 
with its specialists to interpret material 
— the 70 or so law. college, public and 
special libraries that belong to TIE 
(Total Interlibrary Exchange) in four 
counties — Kern, Ventura. Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Luis Obispo Counties — and 
utilize BLIC. 
— the Lockheed and Systems Develop­ 
ment Corp data banks that contain thou­ 
sands of bibliographic titles on subjects 
in the physical and social sciences and 
business 
(BLIC has a computer ter­ 
minal tie-in to these two banks.) 
— d ire cto rie s of lib ra rie s and 
organizations all over the world. 


To answer questions. “We go all over 
the country and all over the world by 
TWX and by m a il,” says Nadine 
Greenup, the BLIC coordinator 


BLIC is a free service because the 
Lompoc Library belongs to the Black 
Gold Cooperative Library System 
Funded mostly by federal money under 
the Library Services and Construction 
Act. BLIC’s 1976- 77 budget is 3106.000. 


Library director Paul Thompson com­ 
ments. “ BLIC is a tool for us, another 
level of service for us to go to. We send 
requests to BLIC and their team of 
workers will take a question and make a 
decision where to go to get the informa­ 
tion — UCSB. weather bureau, a foreign 
country or Washington D.C.” 


Ms Greenup notes, “The whole point 
(of BLIC) is to strengthen the local 
library resources, not to replace them, 
but to make them stronger.” 


When a patron walks into the library 
and needs information. “We make the 
decision if we can’t answer the question 
with our tools here.” said Thompson. 


If the need for information is present, 
the patron is told where and how to get 
it (“ We provide a service, but we don’t 
do the person’s homework ” ) 


If the information is unavailable, then 
a TWX (sort of a fast teletype machine) 
inquiry request will be sent to the BLIC 


staff. 


They receive about 400 requests a 
month between the seven libraries in the 
Black Gold system and the over 
70 
libraries of TTE 


Most questions to BLIC are answered 
How fast depends on the “nature of the 
question and urgency.” 


“They try to get it out in a couple of 
days; 
that’s the normal time,” ac- 
cording to Thompson. 


Questions about old poems and quota­ 
tions and unknown artists are the 
hardest to answer, says Ms. Greenup, 
but the staff does the best it can 


“The concept is to go as far as we can 
to find answers.” she remarked 


Questions cover a wide variety of sub­ 
jects and are not so concentrated in one 
or two areas. 


“ Things go with the tid e.’’ Ms 
Greenup said 
“ There are a lot of 
requests now for ecological things, 
building windmills and solar heating, 
questions on health and nutrition.” 
Requests to BLIC also come in the 
form of unavailable, but needed books 
and articles In 1974-75. BLIC loaned to 
T IE p atro n s som e 
1.657 books, 
pamphlets and microfilms and made 
some 14.885 photo copy pages 
On possible misuse of the BLIC ser­ 
vice. Ms. Greenup said, “ It's not all that 
big of a problem; usually it is caught by 
the local libraries ” 
The BLIC staff does not do surveys and 
term papers, for example But they will 
provide information on subjects and lists 
of sources.

Parents of students who now have to 
walk greater distances to class because 
of the closing of Miguelito School, who 
said they were getting no help with their 
problems from the Lompoc Unified 
School District, turned in large numbers 
to the City Council for relief on Tuesday 
night. 
Since there are no school buses 
available to take the former Miguelito 
students to Clarence Ruth School, the 
parents have expressed concern for the 
safety of the children as well as for their 
welfare in nonsidewalk areas on U Street 
when the rains come. 
In anticipation of the interest by 
parents. City Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers had Public Works Director 
Barry Gustafson prepare an interim 
report on the status of street and 
sidewalk improvement projects current­ 
ly under way. 
Gustafson said that the project being 
constructed by C. Sanchez and Son of 
Solvang is scheduled for completion by 
October 9. but that the city is asking that 
work be expedited on Olive Avenue and 
at Ocean Avenue and V Street. 
“ Barring any unforeseen incidents, it 
is anticipated that those portions of the 
job will be completed by September 14,” 
Gustafson said. 
He clarified doubts on the parts of 
some as to whether any property owners 
on Olive are not being required to make 
the necessary sidewalk construction. 
“ All of the sidewalks ordered to be 
constructed by the city council will be 
constructed by either the property 
owners or by the city contractor in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of the 
Improvement Act of 1911,” Gustafson 
said. 
He added that approximately 18 blocks 
of sidewalk are proposed to be con­ 
structed in future projects during the 
current fiscal year. He listed these as 
follows: 
North side of Cypress Avenue from A 
to O; east side of A Street from Cypress 
to Ocean; west side of A from Ocean to 
Walnut; south side of Laurel from J to L; 
north side of Laurel from G to H; north 
side of Chestnut from J to K ; west side 
of L from Ocean to College; west side of 
O from Oak to North; west side of G 
from College to Airport and south side of 
Walnut from A to Third The latter three 
projects are included in street projects, 
he added. 
“The sidewalk improvements will be 
of benefit to students attending several 
schools and to users of three city parks.' 
said Gustafson 
He added that construction may start 
soon on the Oceanwood apartment 
project, which would include construc­ 
tion of sidewalks on Ocean Avenue and U 
Street, benefiting students walking to 
Lompoc Junior High and Clarence Ruth 
schools. 
In answer to a question as to where 
this left the city as to sidewalk improve­ 
ment. Gustafson said there are 20 miles 
of sidewalks missing in the city, which 
would cost from one to two million 
dollars to correct all at once. 30 per cent 
of which would come from city funds, the 
rest from property owner participation 
He said the year-by-year approach, 
giving attention to greatest priorities, 
was the only way the city could go under 
the present fiscal limitations 
David Wulftange cited the lack of 
sidewalks on U Street and asked whether 
there wasn’t some possibility of getting 
that work done before the rainy season 
begins. He also suggested the possibility 
that the city’s new transit system bus 
might be scheduled to carry students to 
Clarence Ruth School, since a school bus 
apparently is not going to be provided 
Mayor E C. Stevens suggested he con­ 
sult with Dean Crowder, manager of the 
Lompoc Transit System, to work out a 
satisfactory schedule and fares, noting 
that the council takes “considerable in­ 
terest” in the affairs of the LTS 
Mrs. Eugene Frankhouser told the 
council that parents had been in touch 
with Michael Towbes, the developer of 
Oceanwood Apartments, and he had told 
them that it would be 30 to 60 days before 
he was certain whether financing would 


be available for the project. Once financ­ 
ing has been assured, Mrs. Frankhouser 
said they were told, it would be about 60 
days before sidewalks could be installed 
on U Street. 
“We would like assurance from you 
that something is going to be done on U 
Street before the developer gets going on 
the apartment project,” she said. 
Protesting what she called the “rabble 
rouser” label which she said has been 
placed on some of the parents who have 
been waging the battle with the school 
district, she drew applause when she 
said they were interested only in the 
safety of their children and when she 
warned that a civil suit or other action 
may result if the problem is not resolved 
and if a child is injured as a result of the 
increased safety hazards. 
Mary Walsh asked how the parents 
could go about getting a traffic light at 
Ocean and V and was told that it would 
cost about $50,000 and would first require 
approval of the State Department of 
Transportation, since Ocean is a state 
highway. 
A four-way stop at the intersection 
probably wouldn’t be approved by 
CalTrans, she was told in answer to 
another question, and in response to an 
appeal to get the speed limit reduced to 
25 miles per hour, was advised by 
Gustafson that the lower limit would 
have a minimal effect on reducing speed 
and furthermore, probably would fall 
into the state’s definition of a “speed 
trap ” 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said that 
a portable flashing signal which could be 
moved into the intersection at school 
times is a possibility. 
Mayor Stevens assured all those pre­ 
sent that the city council is concerned 
with safety and recommended that Mrs. 
Walsh and others interested get together 
with the city staff and come up with 
ideas that could be explored to solve the 
problem 


Helen Gehrts also appealed for either 
a signal or an overpass at Ocean and V. 
F 
E. Beckett called the council’s 
response to the problem “the same old 
line of hooey.” He suggested that the 
way to solve the sidewalk problem was 
to “ bootleg” excess concrete and 
macadam from other projects into those 
areas that require work. 
He also claimed the Miguelito Channel 
bridge is unsafe. “If someone trips on 
that bridge. I’ll be glad to help him sue,” 
Beckett said. 
In another sidewalk matter before the 
council. 
Gustafson’s 
recommendation 
was approved that property owners on H 
and I streets between Ocean and Cypress 
be billed at the rate of $7 80 per front foot 
for sidewalk replacement done during 
the downtown revitalization program. 
Jasper Weigal, owner of property at 
114 South H . was the only one who voiced 
a protest, claiming that the walk in front 
of his property was not in need of 
repairs 
City Attorney Davidson said that the 
time to protest whether the work was 
needed was at a public hearing for that 
purpose. Furthermore, he said, the city 
staff and several members of the council 
went over the area “ inch by inch 
and 
took pictures of the walks 
Mavor Stevens agreed that the need 
for repairs on this property was less 
pronounced than in other areas, but in 
view of the other work being done and in 
the interest of uniformity of the project, 
felt it should have been included in the 
work. He also said he believed ample 
time and opportunity had been provided 
for the property owner to protest and 
that he did not 
The council concurred with Gustaf­ 
son's recommendation, even though 
Alberta Morgan protested that the work 
was unnecessary and that it was unfair 
to ask those in the revitalization area to 
pay for new sidewalks when others in the 
downtown area were not 
City Cable tv panel 
to meet over concerns 


Growing protests over cable television 
service in Lompoc prompted Coun- 
cilwoman Charlotte Benton to call an 
early meeting of the Council Cable tv 
Committee to consider a variety of mat­ 
ters 


The committee originally had been 
scheduled 
to m eet to investigate 
TelePrompTer Inc.'s request for a 35- 
cents-a-month increase to $6 95 for its 
service to Lompoc. 
In turn, it had asked for several items 
of supporting data from TelePrompTer 
and has been waiting for this information 
before meeting 
At Tuesday night’s council meeting, 
however, Mrs 
Benton said that even 
though this m aterial has not been 
received, the committee needs to meet 
so that a public hearing can be set on 
several matters relating to the cable 
television service 
Charles Ward, the other council 
member on the Cable tv Committee, con­ 
firmed that the Home Box Office addi­ 
tion to the TelePrompTer system was 
creating a considerable problem. 
“I have received more calls on this 
than any other item to date,” he told the 
council “None of them have been for 
HBO — all were against.” 
He said he would recommend putting 
HBO on an extra channel and charging 
the customer for it. "Anyone who can af­ 
ford $9 95 for HBO can afford $12 95 for a 
special channel Then the cable company 
can give Channel 2 back to the regular 
viewers.” 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz said 
she also had had many calls relating to 


HBO. all unfavorable “This obviously is 
a problem that needs resolving.” she 
said 
Councilman Joe Valencia said those 
complaining to him about cable tv also 
had raised the matter of video quality, 
including the inability to get Channel 9 
clearly, fading of signals and loss of 
color, as well as the duplication of some 
programming and the elimination of 
other programming He cited specifical­ 
ly the loss of the telecast of the Rams 
football game, shown only on Channel 2 
which TelePrompTer customers can t 
get because it is used for HBO program­ 
ming 
Mayor E 
C 
Stevens made it un­ 
animous on the cable issue by reporting 
he also had received many calls concern­ 
ing HBO 
“ One of them was very 
enthusiastic in favor of it. however.” he 
said “It was from Joe Johnson 
Johnson is manager of the Lompoc 
TelePrompTer service 
During oral communications. Alberta 
Morgan charged that HBO represents a 
breach of the city’s cable tv contract 
with TelePrompTer She said she knows 
of several persons who are subtracting 
55 cents from their cable tv billing to 
compensate for the loss of Channel 2 
Councilman Ward said he recom ­ 
mended against this practice, since the 
cable company then could disconnect the 
customer for nonpayment of the bill and 
then it would cost an additional $15 to get 
reconnected 
City Attorney Alan Davidson also 
called the suggestion to deduct a portion 
of the billing “ ill advised ”

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Ford said today he favors a con­ 
stitutional amendment permitting in­ 
dividual states to decide whether to 
allow abortions. 
Ford told a news conference on the 
South Lawn of the White Huse that his 
position on abortion was not similar to 
Jimmy Carter’s, as the Democratic 
nominee said Tuesday in Pennsylvania 
Ford also charged that Carter had 
demonstrated a “lack of compassion” in 
saying he would have fired FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley for accepting gifts and 
services from subordinates. 
Ford said he was “disappointed to say 
the least ” in the statement that if Carter 
had been president he would have ousted 
Kelley for accepting gifts and services 
from subordinates 


He said that Carter “showed a lack of 
compassion” in failing to take into con­ 
sideration that Kelley's wife was dying 
of cancer when work was done at govern­ 
ment expense on his apartment in 1973 
Kelley has said the work was done 
without his knowledge, and Ford Satur­ 
day said he was satisfied with that ex­ 
planation and Kelley would stay 
Ford took exception to C arte r’s 
remarks that both men had smiliar 
views on abortion 
Carter has said he personally opposes 
abortion but that he would not support a 
constitutional amendment prohibiting it. 
Ford told the news conference that he. 
too. opposes abortion and would back a 
constitutional amendment letting states 
decide individually whether to permit 
pregnancies to be terminated 


Council stalemated over 
commission appointment 


The Lompoc City Council 
readily filled three positions on 
the Parks and Recreation Com­ 
mission and one on the Youth 
Commission, but gave up after 
four ballots on trying to decide 
which of three candidates to 
pick as David Schwark’s suc­ 
cessor on the Beautification 
and Appearance Commission. 
M Gale Porr will fill Larry 
Flinkingshelt’s term on the 
Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion through September 1, 1978, 
and Michael Siminski and 
Gustav Froelich were reap­ 
pointed to three-year terms on 
the same commission 
Teri 
Doty was named to the term ex­ 
piring March 1. 1977, on the 
Youth Commission, succeeding 
Janice Lundberg who has 
moved from the area 
The council’s Appointments 
C om m ittee, consisting of 
C harles Ward and Elinor 
Lefkowitz, came up with two 
recommendations for the single 
vacancy on the Beautification 
and Appearance Commission, 
however . Sue Davidson, wife of 
City Attorney Alan Davidson, 
and Victor Sousa. 
It was decided to vote by 
secret ballot, and on the first 
count each candidate got two 
votes with one abstention. 
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After another ballot failed to 
break the tie, Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton nominated as­ 
sistant Postm aster William 
Radcliff for the post. 
The next ballot was two for 
Mrs. Davidson, two for Sousa 
and one for Radcliff. 
After a bit of “campaigning” 
on behalf of both Mrs. Davidson 
(by Mayor E C. Stevens and 
Mrs. Lefkowitz) and Sousa (by 
Ward and Councilman Joe 
Valencia ) another vote was 
taken with no change in the 
results. 
It was voted to refer the mat­ 
ter back to the Appointments 
Committee for a report back at 
the next regular meeting. 
In other m atters Tuesday 
night, the council: 
— T ab led for am en d ed 
wording a recommendation by 
Davidson that an ordinance 
be considered to amend the city 
code relating to the establish­ 
ment of specific criminal con­ 
duct as a basis for denial of a 
dance hall permit, dancing 
academy permit, skating rink 
permit or a kennel license. 
—Approved following a public 
hearing a resolution declaring 
public nuisances to exist on 
three parcels of property: 1100 
West Cherry. 507 North L St. 
and C hestnut and J and 
directing the staff to serve 
notices of abatement on each. 
The resolution was amended to 
allow the L Street property an 
additional four months because 
of special circumstances. 
— Adopted a reso lu tio n 
lim itin g th e am o u n t of 
carryover vacation leave a city

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Viking discovery 
puzzles officials 


THE BETTER HALF 
By Barnes 


PASADENA. Calif. (UP I) - 
One of the first tentative dis­ 
coveries of the Viking 2 
spacecraft on Mars is that the 
sky over its Utopia landing site 
appears darker than the bright 
orange sky over Viking l ’s 
Chryse desert. 
Just exactly what this means 
is not known, but Dr. Alan 
Binder said it probably indi­ 
cates there are fewer dust par­ 
ticles in the air over Viking 2 
than over the first landing site 
4.600 miles away. 
The red dust particles scatter 
sunlight and give the sky color. 
A perfectly clear sky would be 
black except at the horizon 
where there would be enough 
air mass to give it color. 
Binder said the first pictures 
from Viking 2 were reminiscent 
of sunset on earth where the sky 
is dark but the horizon is 
pinkish-red. 
Viking 2 sent back its first 
pictures from its second elec­ 
tronic eye Tuesday night, con­ 
firming that both cameras work 
to give scientists a three- 
dimensional view of surround­ 
ing Martian terrain. 
Geologists were anxious for 
stereoscopic views of the sur­ 
face to pick out the best spot for 
the lander’s mechanical arm to 
start digging into Mars this 
weekend to gather soil samples 


for the biology experiments. 
The two cameras are 33 in­ 
ches apart and pictures of the 
same spot from their different 
viewing angles give scientists 
the ability to create three- 
dimensional 
views, 
giving 
depth to the scene. 
Binder said the stereoscopic 
photography also may help tell 
more about the nature of the 
sandy, winding trough in front 
of the landing craft. He said it 
is a good candidate for the first 
closeup evidence of running 
water on Mars at some earlier 
age 
“ It is very reminiscent of a 
little stream bed,” Binder said. 
The three-dimensional view 
could tell whether there is a sl­ 
ope which water could run 
down.

Seymour Hess said the mini­ 
mum nighttime temperature 
m easured was minus 114 
degrees Fahrenheit with a high 
at 4 p.m. of minus 23.

Congress may okay 
tax reform measure 


WASHINGTON (UP I) - Con­ 
gress may yet produce a tax 
“ reform" bill this year that can 
be accepted reluctantly by 
almost everyone 
A House-Senate conference 
committee is within perhaps a 
day or two of final action on a 
bill that has been going through 
the congressional grinding mill 
almost three years. 
The remaining conflicts be­ 
tween the House and Senate 
bills involve major issues — a 
tougher minimum tax. curbs on 
tax shelters, new child care tax 
breaks and several particularly 
controversial special interest 
tax breaks.

C A PE TOWN, South Africa

rioters who stormed into white 
sections. 
The fifth was shot and killed 
while uprooting railroad lines in 
Soweto, an all-black township 
near Johannesburg, 1,000 miles 
north of Cape Town, police said. 
The shootings raised the 
death toll to 303 since racial 
violence broke out in Soweto 
June 16. 
One mulatto demonstrator, 
trying to run to an ambulance 
for cover, was hit in the chest 
by a police bullet five yards 
from this reporter. 
Reeling from the shot, 
he collapsed and died, blood 
seeping through a knot in his 
yellow silk scarf. 
Within minutes, the street 
was empty and quiet. 
Three of the victims were 
killed in the outlying Tiervlei 
district.

coincided with the return of 
Premier John Vorster from

Vorster scheduled an address 
today to a congress of his ruling 
National Party at Bloem ­ 
fontein in the Orange Free 
state.

made." He did not elaborate.

1,000 demonstrators 
gathered at the Parade, a large 
square near the City Hall. They 
ignored a loudspeaker warning 
by a police colonel to disperse. 


“ This is an illegal gathering, 
ladies and gentlemen. W ill you 
please leave in five minutes," 
he said.

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Baby 'black market' broken up 


HACKENSACK, N .J. (U P I) 
— An investigation of the 
"black market" baby business 
has resulted in the indictment 
of seven persons, including five 
lawyers, who allegedly sold in­ 
fants to adoptive parents at 
prices up to $9,100. 
A Bergen County, N .J., grand 
jury handed up the indictments 
Tuesday, alleging that Edward 
Temer, a lawyer with offices in 
West Orange, N .J., was at the 
center of a baby sale network 
involving five states. 
Bergen County Prosecutor 
Joseph Woodcock said his staff 
obtained information over the 
past 10 months that uncovered 
hubs of the baby sale market in 
New Je rs e y . New Y o rk, 
Illinois. Michigan and Califor­ 
nia. 
Temer was named in four of 
the indictments, which charged 
eight white infants were sold — 
with the lawyers acting as in­ 
termediaries — between Au­ 
gust. 1972. and January. 1975, to 
adoptive parents who paid fees 
of up to $9,100 
The other attorneys named 
were H arry D 
Cohen, of 
Chicago. J 
George Ivler. of 
Paterson. N .J , Bernard Lam- 
pear, of Southfield, Mich, and 
Harold Rosenstein, of New 


York. Ivler’s wife, Enid, and 
Robert Ackerman, a landlord in 
Port Murray. N .J., were also 
named in a two-count indict­ 
ment. 
The indictments charge that 
Cohen collaborated with three 
of the other four lawyers to 
procure infants for couples in 
the New Jersey and New York 
City areas between August, 
1973. and January, 1975. 
"A ll I ’m prepared to say is 
that these people know each 
other and do business," Wood­ 
cock 
s a id . 
“ I 
w o n ’t 
characterize this as a ring. In 
some cases the adoptive 
parents were New Yorkers and 
in others they were New Jersey 
residents." 
None of the adoptive parents 
is named in the indictment. 
The process of "black mar­ 
ket" adoption, Woodcock said, 
would begin when the adoptive 
parents asked an attorney for 
help in adopting a baby without 
going through a regular adop­ 
tion agency. 


The attoney would contact 
another attorney in Chicago or 
Michigan and arrange for the 
adoptive parents to fly to the 
Midwest, pay the money ami 
take the baby home. Woodcock 
said. 
"In one case the parents in 
New Jersey went to Chicago 
Aug. 11, 1972, and in another 
they went on Jan. 31, 1975," 
Woodcock said. 
"W e’ve got to stop this very 
dirty business,” Woodcock 
said. "What this amounts to is 
selling babies to the highest bid­ 
der." 
Rosenstein admitted he had 
helped arrange private adop­ 
tions up until 1974 but said, 
"They were strictly legitima­ 
te.” 
“ I didn’t think I was that 
deeply involved. All I handled 
was the legal end of it for the 
people," he said. 
Rosenstein said he received 
fees "ranging from a couple 
hundred dollars up, depending 
m the difficulty of the case."

SANTA BA RBA RA . Calif. 
(UPI> — Santa Barbara offi­ 
cials urged the federal govern­ 
ment today to exclude the Santa 
B arb ara Channel from a 
proposed offshore oil lease sale, 
claiming drilling activity could 
have "serious environmental 
results." 
The Santa Barbara Channel 
was the site of a disastrous oil 
well blowout in 1969 which 
spread more than 230,000 
gallons of black, sticky crude 
oil over the waters of the chan­ 
nel. blighting the beaches and 
killing more than 3.500 birds. 


Letters urging the U .S. 
Department of Interior to ex­ 
clude the channel from the 
proposed offshore oil lease, ten­ 
tatively scheduled for early 
1978, were adopted by the Santa 
Barbara County Board of 
Supervisors and the Santa Bar­ 
bara City Council. 
The two groups said "addi­ 
tional drilling in the geological- 
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ly fragile and seismically ac­ 
tive channel could have serious 
environmental results." 
They said technology was not 
adequate to insure safe deep 
water drilling and that in­ 
creased tanker traffic in the 
channel could increase chances 
of a collision and an oil spill. 
An estimated 13.2 million of­ 
fshore acres extending from 
Point Conception south to the 
Mexican Border and covering 
2.400 tracts, each nine square 
miles, will be up for grabs in 
the proposed sale which a 
Bureau of Land Management 
spokesman said was tentatively 
set for early 1978. 
Today was the deadline for oil 
companies, government enti­ 
ties and others to notify the 
government of their interest in 
the sale.

election year freeze on pay 
raises for members of 
Congress.

The Senate voted Tuesday 
to deny m em bers of 
Congress the cost of living 
salary increase due Oct. 1, 
expected to be near 5 per 
cent. The House took 
similiar action last week. 
The 46-25 Senate vote was 
marked by unusually high 
absenteeism — more than a 
fourth of the members were 
gone — although the legisla­ 
tion was scheduled for ac­ 
tion before the Labor Day 
break.

Subcommittees, although not 
as dramatic as main table ses­ 
sions. are crucial to devising a 
contract to set the pattern for 
all 680.000 UAW members in the 
auto industry — including 
170.000 at Ford. 
Little came out of subcom­ 
mittee meetings Tuesday at 
Ford headquarters in suburban 
Dearborn. A company spokes­ 
man reported progress on such 
issues as health insurance, 
skilled trades and safety, but 
the extent of progress was not 
disclosed. 
"There has been no change of 
mood in recent days,” the 
spokesman said.

FILLM O R E, Calif. (U P I) - 
A brush fire ignited by lightning 
burned through the Sespe Con­ 
dor Sanctuary today, home of 
the last few California condors, 
4argest land bird in North 
America. 
No birds were directly en­ 
dangered by the blaze, the U.S. 
Forest Service said. 
Firefighters, who can get into 
the wilderness area in the Los 
Padres National Forest only by 
helicopter, expected to contain 
the fire today at about 35 acres. 
They predicted it would take 
days to control because of the 
rugged mountain terrain. 
The condors are large, black, 
vulture-like birds with wing- 
spreads reaching nine feet. 
They are among the most en­ 
dangered species. 
Biologists believe there are 
only about 50 left alive, most of 
them nesting in the refuge 
about 60 miles northwest of Los 
Angeles, although they range 
over a large area of Southern 
California, from Fresno and 
Santa Clara counties to Los 
Angeles county, in search of 
carrion. 
“ Our biggest concern about 
this fire is for the condors,” the 
Forest Service spokesman said. 
“ This is one of the last 
remaining areas where they are 
found. We won’t build any ac­ 
cess roads into the sanctuary 
because of our concern for the 
condors." he said, although 
lack of roads makes it more dif­ 
ficult to fight brush and forest 
fires in the area. 
The birds are sensitive to 
signs of human presence, one of 
the reasons they are nearly ex­ 
tinct. Construction or other 
signs of civilization near their 
nest areas scares them away,

Unsung heroes 
of CBing 


Equine art objects offered at auction 


By Ink Dipper 


(ED IT O R S N O TE: Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-3916) it the 
handle of the editor of The CB 
Ttmes’JOURNAL.) 
There are tome untung 
heroes in Cititens Band 
Radio. And everytim e 
someone pushes the button on 
their mike and says: “ Break 
. . break . . 
it it the result 
of the farsightedness of a man 
at 
the 
Federal 
Communications Commission. 
Back in the mid-40s, World 
War II having lust ended, an 
engineer at the FCC was 
appointed 
an 
FCC 
commissioner. It was IMS He 
was Ewell Kirk Jett. 
It was through his efforts 
that a Citizens' Radio 
Communications Service 
System was established. His 
predictions for it were 
considered science-fiction 
then. Today they are a reality. 
Jett died in 1997 without ever 
seeing his wide-ranging views 
reach culmination. 
In a Saturday Evening Post 
interview right after he was 
appointed to the commission, 
Jett explained that “Citizens 
Band Radio will have a great 
role to play should there ever 
be another war. The need for 
organizing adequate air-raid 
defense speedily w ill be 
served." 
However, the visionary Jett 
could see widespread 
Bicetime uses for Citizens 
nd Radio. 
“One can picture a young 
woman motorist riding alone 
at night on a lonely road 
outside a city," he told the 
POST interviewer in 1945. “ A 
car comes roaring down an 
intersection and sideswipes 
her car. She is not badly hurt, 
but she finds the occupants of 
the other car seriously 
harmed." Jett describes a 
situation that is real: “ There 
is no light that she can see, no 
farm house nearby, no 
telephone 
available 
immediately. She turns to her 
handie-talkie, slung over her 
shoulder like a camera. 
Pulling up the antenna, she 
spins the dial to the CB 
distress frequency." 
Obviously, a lot of minute 
changes have taken place 
since that vision was 
projected by Commissioner 
Jett. But the concept is 
correct and that is the way it 
has happened in 1976, just 30 
years later. 
FCC Chairman Richard 
Wiley pointed out recently 
that “ it took 16 years to reach 
the first million CB licenses, 
only eight months to get the

second million, and three and 
one-half months to reach the 
fourth." 
As the scientific discoveries 
of World War II revealed 
of expanding the usable 
spectrum, necessity 
seems always to open doors 
that were previously closed. 
The 10-code that is used by 
all CBers came about as a 
result of the bank robberies in 
the Midwest in the 1930s. It 
was a time of depression. 
Unemployment 
was 
widespread. And with this, 
came the Bonnie and Clydes, 
Ma Barkers and other 
notorious bank robbers of the 
time. 
Stories from that era tell of 
the problems police had in 
attempting to isolate the hit- 
and-run holdup men who were 
the automobile and back 
for a fast getaway. 
Mobile radio, though in its 
infancy, was brought into play 
by police. However, it was 
like an electronic tower of 
Babel at first. 
Then, the 10-code — an idea 
whose time had come — was 
invented by Eugene F. Brown 
of the Iowa State Police. Some 
say the bankers were 
prepared to reward any man 
who could get more orderly 
action from the police in 
apprehending the robbers. 
And it was the Iowa Bankers 
Association that funded the 
Iowa radio system. Thus, the 
10-code became the method by 
which pursuing police cars 
communicated their locations 
to establish road blocks and 
isolate land areas. 
Modest 
about 
his 
contribution to CB, Brown, 
who now lives in Omaha, 
Neb., says that the “ 10-code 
was just a natural offshoot of 
the need for some easily and 
universally understood 
communication." 
Brown said his broadcasts 
from Des Moines in 1933 were 
responsible for the capture of 
the infamous Barrow gang. 
Marvin Barrow, Clyde’s 
brother, was killed in the 
shootout which resulted, and 
Marvin’s wife, Blanche, was 
captured. Bonnie and Clyde 
escaped until a later and final 
engagement with police. 
“ Ten was just a word we 
felt was easy to pronounce 
and easy to understand," the 
71-year-old Brown said. 
"That’s the only reason I can 
remember for using it." 
It was never copyrighted. 
But Brown is an avid CBer 
himself and enjoys using the 
code he invented.

There was a time when Lou 
Reed sang hymns to heroin. 
There was a time when he 
sang about suicide, speed, 
h o m o s e x u a lity , 
sa d o ­ 
m asochism and love — 
sometimes in the same song. 
There was a time when Lou 
Reed cut his hair short with 
an Iron Cross pattern shaved 
precisely on one side, painted 
his nails black and wore dark 
glasses indoors. 
Lately, Lou Reed looks like 
a human being, a little 
spookier because of the 
hollows and echoes in his face, 


but not crazy. And he’s talking 
Top 40. “I love it,” he says. “I 
love pop music and I think 
only the best are there 
consistently.

The tipoff: 


All the sad requiems about George 
Blanda’s departure from pro foot­ 
ball without fanfare are a lot of 
baloney. He was just a grizzled guy 
who was going to hang on until they 
told him to quit. And they told him 
to quit because, pure and simple, he 
couldn't produce any more. 


Q. I would like to know what 
would happen if a professional ball 
club was involved in a tragedy, say 
an airplane crash, that was fatal to 
many members of the club. Would 
there be an emergency draft of 
some sort, or would they have to br­ 
ing them up from the minors? — 
William Fischer. Santa Ana, Calif. 
A 
Most professional sports, 
though they don’t like to advertise 
the macabre fact, have emergency 
disaster plans which call for the 
other teams in the league to con­ 
tribute talent. In the National Foot­ 
ball League there is a stocking plan, 
in which players would be chosen 
from a draft covering all positions. 
There is also league disaster in­ 
surance. with certain sums of 
money designated to each team and 
a value placed on each player. 
Team s protect th em selves in­ 
dividually with extra premiums. 


Q. Who was the inventor of 
“around the horn?" Also, which 
major league player has been picked 
off a base the most times in a 
career? — Jeff Rockier. Emporium, 
Pa 
A. As with most baseball phrases, 
the origins of “around the horn" are 
obscure, although obviously it 
d e r iv e s from th e m a rin ers' 
reference to sailing around Cape 
Horn off the tip of South America 
pre-Panama Canal — just as in­ 
fielders in practice drills whip the 
ball around the Horn Pickoffs are 
not kept as a viable statistic because 
if a runner caught off base breaks 
for the next bag. h e’s given a 
“caught stealing.” which makes it 
almost impossible to keep an ac­ 
curate log on pickoffs. 


Q. Now that Tom is joining twin 
brother Dick Van Arsdale on the 
Phoenix Suns, can you tell me if 
they have ever played together 
before? — J B., Tucson, Ariz. 
A. Not as pros in their 11 seasons 
each in the National Basketball As­ 
sociation Both were second round 
draft choices in 1965, Tom by 
Detroit and Dick by New York.

Broadway Joe. did the international 
bit. touching such diverse bases as 
Rome, Stockholm, San Francisco 
and England in a whirlwind tour of 
three and a half weeks to do those 
TV spots. He thought it was great 
he only had to work one day in each 
of the five different locales and 
enjoyed himself the rest of the time 


Q How many veteran players in 
the big leagues never played in the 
minors7 — J M . Oakland. Calif

Nastase wins battle of nice guys 


FOREST HILLS, N Y. (UPI) - After three 
hours of playing one of the greatest matches in 
the history of the U.S. Open until 1 a.m. Wednes­ 
day morning. Ilie Nastase won back the fans and 
Roscoe Tanner got the all-time “ Good Guy 
Award.” 
Nastase and Tanner, two of the most powerful 
servers in tennis, fired m issiles at each other for 
five gruelling, spectacular sets, running up 25 
aces between them on a slow, clay court. 
Rut all the fine shots, all the brilliance of a 
match that produced a total of 339 points and a 7- 
5, 6-7. 1-6, 7-6, 6-4 fourth-round victory for Nas­ 
tase. was eclipsed by the controversy of one call 
and the sportsmanship of Tanner. 
Tanner battled safely through three break 
points while serving at 4-4 in the fifth set before 
Nastase fired a winner down the line. Tanner, 


pausing briefly to look at the shot, ran by it and 
off the court, straight to the ice box. He opened 
up a soda while the crowd booed the call. 
Sitting behind the baseline, ignored by umpire 
Merle Erwin and the players, was burly veteran 
linesman Adrian Clark, his left hand signaling 
the ball was out. Four times Clark pointed out­ 
side the line and finally he stood up and 
motioned more dramatically to Erwin. 
Tanner and Nastase switched sides of the 
court but Clark continued to protest the re­ 
sumption of play. Clark straddled the line and 
the spot where he thought the ball had landed 
and the crowd chanted “out, out.” Finally, 
referee Charlie Hare was brought out to make a 
ruling. Hare said Tanner had disagreed with 
G ark’s call and therefore Hare was overruling 
Clark 


Upset over all this, Clark sat with his arms 
folded and pouted. Play was resumed and 
Nastase served out the match, with the crowd 
continuing to voice its displeasure. 
“I never even thought the ball would be called 
out,” Tanner said. “It hit half on the line and ac­ 
cording to the rules that’s in. There was a mark 
on the court. The way we played was to help 
each other out on calls. If you’re going to be con­ 
sistent, you can’t change your mind at break 
point.” 


“It was a great thing he did,” Nastase said. “ I 
gave him points, too. I would do the same thing 
he did.” 


The Nastase-Tanner duel was the third men’s 
singles match to go five sets Tuesday when a 
record total of 30,702 people filed through the 


iron gates of the West Side Tennis Club, 14,418 at 
night. 
Manuel Orantes, the defending champion, 
spotted 1971 titlist Stan Smith two sets before 
tiring him out with a bagful of shots to win 6-3,6- 
1, 2-6, 6-7, 6-1. 
Second-seed Bjom Borg narrowly missed be­ 
ing upset by 15th-seeded Brian Gottfried, com­ 
ing back from two sets down and 0-2 in the third 
set to win 7-6, 6-3, 4-6, 4-6, 2-6. 
Borg said he thought the long match might 
have been good for him. 
“Sometimes it’s good to have tough early 
m atches,” the 20-year-old Swede said.

strengthens you for later on.”

CHICAGO (UPI) — A federal court judge dismissed an­ 
titrust charges made by Oakland A’s owner Charles O. 
Finley against baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, but set a 
trial date on whether Kuhn had the authority to ban the sales 
of three A s players 


U S District Court Judge Frank McGarr Tuesday threw 
out three counts of Finley’s seven-count suit, saying it was 
“well established” baseball was exempt from the antitrust 
laws. He also dismissed allegations by Finley he had not 
received due process treatment from Kuhn nor equal protec­ 
tion with other owners. 


But McGarr rejected a request by Kuhn’s attorneys for a 
summary judgment throwing out the entire case, saying to 
grant the request “would entitle (Kuhn) to render a decision 
on any question dealing with baseball no matter how unau­ 


thorized or arbitrary that decision might be This is an un­ 
tenable decision. 
“It definitely is a question for the court to decide if Kuhn s 
action was arbitrary, a question which has to be decided in 
the courts.” 
He set Nov 8 for a trial on the remaining counts The key 
issue of the trial will be whether Kuhn had the power to 
prohibit Finley from selling pitcher Vida Blue to the New 
York Yankees for $1.5 million and pitcher Rollie Fingers and 
outfielder Joe Rudi to the Boston Red Sox for $2 million on 
June 15. 
Attorneys for both Kuhn and Finley said they were pleased 
with the decision Peter Bleakley, handling Kuhn’s case, said 
throwing out the antitrust charge reduced the damage claim 
from $10.5 million to $3.5 million as well as eliminating 
Finley’s chance to claim attorney’s fees and costs.

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Nixon pardon 
anniversary today 


SAN C L E M E N T E . Calif 
(U PI) — Today marked an an­ 
niversary for Richard Nixon, 
but it was doubtful there would 
be any celebration behind the 
walls of his oceanside estate 
It was two years ago today — 
exactly a month to the day after 
Nixon resigned the presidency 
in the face of impending im­ 
peachment — that President 
Ford granted him a “ full, free 
and absolute pardon’’ for any 
crimes committed as president 
Ford’s action averted the 
probability that Nixon would 
stand triai for a multitude of ac­ 
tions known under the collec­ 
tive title of “Watergate." 


Fofd said at the time the Nix­ 
ons had lived “ an American 
tragedy in which we all have 
played a part. It could go on and 
on and on and someone must 
write the end to it 


“ I have concluded that only I 
can do that, and if I can, I 
must." 


Except for his formal state­ 
ment at the time — in which he 
said he made ‘“mistakes and 
misjudgments" but admitted 
no wrongdoing — Nixon has 
never mentioned the pardon 
There seemed little likelihood 
he would say anything today, 
about the pardon or anything 
else 
Since resigning.Nixon 


never comfortable in public 
even as a politician — has lived 
an intensely private life. 
Reporters who telephone, or 
wait by the well-guarded gates 
of the estate are told nothing 
Nixon's only public outings 
have been his nine-day trip to 
China and his appearances on 
two occasions at Long Beach 
Memorial Hospital — his brush 
with death from phlebitis short­ 
ly after he left office, and the 
stroke suffered by his wife, Pat, 
this summer. 
His sons-in-law. David Eisen­ 
hower and Edward Cox. de­ 
scribed Nixon at the time as so 
depressed by his ouster and his 
rapidly worsening illness that 
he showed no visible elation or 
relief when he learned of the 
pardon 
Both Nixon and his wife ap­ 
pear to be in better health. Nix­ 
on looking energetic and cheer­ 
ful when he came to the 
hospital to take her home. 
Nixon’s finances, once a 
worry, shaped up with a sub­ 
stantial advance on the 
memoirs he is writing — a 
reported $600.000 agreement for 
a series of television interviews 
with David Frost and the sale of 
two Florida homes for $710,000.

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR TOLLY — Recently I bought a used coffee 
table made of fine wood, but the top has water spots on 
it. I have tried different brands of furniture and paste 
wax. but they did not work. Can you suggest something 
to remove these water spots? —MRS EO .R. 
DEAR MRS.E.O.R. — A favorite of many years is to 
rub the spots with a cloth moistened with butter or 
margarine and libernily sprinkled with cold cigarette 
ashes. Rub vigorously with the pain of the wood and the 
spots usually disappear. Just leaving petroleum jelly on 
spots overnight and then rubbing in with the grain of the 
wood has worked for me when spots were not too bed.

Fair warning 


The California Taxpayers’ 
Association Research Direc­ 
tor Glen Paschall had some in­ 
teresting facts revealed last 
week when he appeared before 
the Commission on California 
State Government Organiza­ 
tion and Economy to urge that 
state agencies should not 
withdraw their employes from 
Social Security coverage. 
Nationally, 138 cities and 
counties and the State of 
Alaska have left the Social 
Security system and another 
207 units of government have 
filed the required two years’ 
advanced notice of their inten­ 
tion to follow suit. 


Paschall said leaving the 
system has obvious appeal. In 
the past, Social Security did 
not collect enough to fund the 
benefits it promised and as 
much as $2 trillion might be 
required over the next 75 years 
to cover unfunded payments. 
By leaving the system, a 
government agency and its 


employes can avoid paying 
any part of this $2 trillion. The 
money saved can be used to 
buy into pension plans which 
often provide more benefits 
per dollar of investment. 
Attractive as this sounds, 
Paschall says withdrawal of 
public employes is not in the 
taxpayer interest. Govern­ 
ment workers are the only 
group of employes who can 
leave the system; private 
employes are compelled to 
belong. If public employes 
leave, the problem of financ­ 
ing the deficit will simply be 
dumped on those who are left. 
Government accounts for 
about 10 per cent of system 
m em bership, so a total 
dropout of public agencies 
would raise the Social Security 
tax bite on private employers 
and employes by 10 per cent. 
This would mean that govern­ 
ment workers could buy into 
private-type plans, while 
private workers would be 
forced to fund an unsound 


government plan. This is 
worse than ironic. 
Paschall believes reforms 
will be required to bring future 
benefit, formulas in line with 
real pension needs and 
available financing. He cited a 
recen t Tax Foundation 
analysis showing that at 
current growth rates, the 
average retiree 75 years from 
now would receive more than 
$25,000 in 1974 dollars as an an­ 
nual Social Security benefit. 
This is due to excessive 
“escalator” clauses which ul­ 
timately must be repealed by 
Congress to prevent system 
bankruptcy. 
Finally, Paschall noted 
Social Security is a relatively 
good deal for lower-paid 
workers who frequently 
change jobs. These workers 
are often disadvantaged by 
any other type of pension and 
in the absence of Social 
Security many would have to 
go on welfare.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Wheeler-dealer faces U.S. wrath 


W ASHINGTON 
- 
In tern a tio n a l 
wheeler-dealer Adnan Khashoggi may 
soon face criminal charges unless he 
reveals what he knows about millions of 
dollars in foreign payoffs by American 
firms. 
The dashing Khashoggi, a close friend 
of the Saudi Arabian royal family, is the 
target of an intensive 
investigation by the 
Justice 
Department 
and the Securities and 
E xchange C om m is­ 
sion. 
Government 
prosecutors will soon 
d ecid e w h eth er to 
charge him criminally 
or to file civil con­ 
tempt charges against 
him to force him to 
te stify . There is a 
remote possibility, of 
course, that they will simply drop the 
case. 
As an intimate of princes and generals, 
Khashoggi was in a position to recom­ 
mend that Saudi con tracts worth 
hundreds of millions be awarded to U.S. 
firms. He commanded huge fees for his 
middleman role. 
What has been publicly revealed so far 
about 
Khashoggi s 
involvement 
with 
Am erican contractors, officials and 
politicians, according to sources close to 
the investigation, only scratches the sur­ 
face. 
These disclosures, nevertheless, have 
rocked the business world. Lockheed ad­ 
mitted it paid him $106 million Northrop 
and General Tire also reportedly passed 
him fat commissions. 
Khashoggi once told the Washington 
Post how he blocked a $250,000 Northrop 
bribe intended for a Saudi general. “ I 
stopped the bribe,” he crowed. "I put it 


in my pocket.” 
Lately, he has been more discreet. And 
now, he appears to be dodging a U.S. sub­ 
poena for his records and testimony. The 
investigators are presently considering 
w hether to charge him with non- 
compliance with the subpoena. 
Such a charge would make it risky for 
Khashoggi to return to the United States. 
If he does, he could be put in jail for up to 
a year, unless he produces the docu­ 
ments. 
Footnote: 
Khashoggi could not be 
reached for comment. In the past, he has 
claim ed all paym ents to him were 
legitim ate. 
WHITE COLLAR RIOT: Prison riots 
usually afflict only maximum security 
penitentiaries such as Attica in New 
York 
But last month at the minimum 
security Allenwood prison farm in Penn­ 
sylvania, the white collar criminals 
cam e close to revolt when food labeled 
‘‘Not Fit For Human Consumption” was 
delivered to the prison kitchen. 
The food was purchased from a nearby 
Army base that was closing down. In­ 
mates told us that the kitchen ordered 
‘‘food w aste” from the Army as a cost- 
cutting measure and intended it for use 
as prison fare. 
But the marked bags of waste were 
spotted by the inmates on delivery and 
sparked talk of protest demonstrations. 
Warden Eldon Jensen told us it was all 
a bureaucratic snafu He said the prison 
thought it was buying surplus food plus 
some bags of waste food suitable only for 
animals. But instead, it was all marked 
“waste.” so the Warden had all $9,000 
worth destroyed 
Some of the inmates still suspect, 
however, that prison officials planned to 
serve the adulterated food One bag was 
actually discovered in the kitchen food

storage room. 
Warden Jensen has filed a report on 
the incident with the Bureau of Prisons. 
But all of the paperwork from the food 
buying transaction has now mysteriously 
disappeared from Allenwood. The in­ 
mates suspect an official coverup and 
want the Bureau of Prisons to in­ 
vestigate. 
APPALACHIA NIGHTMARE: 
Strip 
miners are literally blasting the im­ 
poverished residents of Appalachia out 
of their homes. Walls have been crakced, 
windows shattered and a child hit by fly­ 
ing rock. 
The Federal Bureau of Mines, which is 
supposed to give some protection to the 
strip m iners’ neighbors, has devoted less 
than one per cent of its budget to this 
problem. 
A study by the Center for Science in 
the Public Interest charges that the 
blasting caused ‘‘over $200 million 
dam age in 1975 to 10,000 private 
citizens.” Over the past ten years, 75,000 
people have been affected and the 
damage has exceeded $1.5 billion. 
The blasting has used almost as much 
explosive power as was expended per 
square mile in the Vietnam war. Terrain 
has been torn up. In some localities, 
wells have caved in and the water table 
is falling. 
The explosions have also produced 
serious human problems. A child playing 
in a yard was hit by flying stone. A 
woman lost two houses from the erratic 
vibrations. And it is the victim s, not the 
mine owners, who pay for repairs. 
The Bureau of Mines has the power to 
end some of the devastation by issuing 
new guidelines for state enforcement 
agencies. But they plan to wait almost 
two years taking action. 
F ootn ote 
M ines 
B ureau C hief 
Thomas Falkie told our reporter Chris 
Wright that further study is needed 
before new regulations can be issued. He 
said the Center’s facts are not well- 
documented. 


There is something of a revival of 
Republican morale in the air, and it is 
altogether bracing. 
It demonstrates, 
moreover, the volatility of the polls. 
Only yesterday — specifically, on July 30 
— Mr. Kevin Phillips, the political 
demographer, who never quite unders­ 
tands it when history fails to slide down 
the bannister he has 
prepared for it, was 
telling us that the 
Reagan campaign for 
the Presidency was a 
huge flop — because 
Reagan talked about 
the them es Reagan 
thought the American 
people should be con­ 
cerned about, rather 
th a n th e th e m e s 
Phillips thought the 
country should be con­ 
cerned about. Whence 
the fiasco, said Phillips — “ A simple 
yardstick will suffice,” he wrote in his 
column. “ Late this winter, Ronald 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter were virtual­ 
ly neck and neck in Gallup Polls. Now 
Reagan trails 64 to 28 per cent.” 
That’s right, and late in August Gerry 
Ford having adopted the Reagan line and 
become the beneficiary of the Reagan 
votes. Carter’s edge over Ford is down to 
nine points. When you meditate on the 
difference in the registration of the two 
p a r tie s — 18 p er c e n t fo r th e 
Republicans, over twice that for the 
Democrats — the figures suggest that 
the Republican Party has done a much 
better job of fielding someone with a 
platform appealing to non-Republicans 
than the Democrats have done in fielding 
a candidate appealing to non-Democrats. 
Really, if I were a Democrat, enjoying 
the huge advantage I enjoyed over the 
Republicans in registration figures, I’d 
feel terriblv .. mortified . whenever the 
differential in the Gallup Poll is less than 
the differential in the registration 
figures. 
Several factors are at work, two of 
them personal, one political. Gerry Ford 
appears to have been transformed by the 
experience at Kansas City. Granted, four 
weeks is a long time to prepare one’s 
speech, but taking time out only for an 
occasional veto, or a telephone call to an 
uncommitted delegate, it is hard to know 
how he could have spent the time more 
profitably either for himself, or for the 
country. He succeeded, with plain but 
heroic prose, in dissipating some of the 
hallucinations so painstakingly con­ 
structed by Jimmy Carter and the party 
of everything for everybody paid for by 
nobody By the time he was through, it 
was as if Joe Palooka had knocked out a 
threatening giant. It wasn't a knockout, 
as we know: but it was Round I, and the 
reversal in the spread in the polls is as 
dramatic as anything we have seen in re­ 
cent American history. A 30 point spread 
reduced to a nine point spread 
Then. too. there is something to be got 
out of the great dialectic about American 


intelligence, the polarities of which are 
Henry Mencken’s statement that you can 
‘‘never underestimate the stupidity of 
the American voter,” and Franklin P. 
Adams’ that the “average American is a 
little bit above average.” 
There are great stretches of time when 
it appears that the duel is won by 
Mencken. But Adams is never quite out. 
and recently he appears to be rising 
again. The American people are proving 
capable of awakening from the daze of 
Carter. And if ever the shroud of 
m y ste r y th a t su rrou n d s him is 
penetrated, one cannot venture to say 
what would happen — what happened to 
George McGovern? 
There are both nice. good, intelligent 


men: but they appear to be addicts of the 
most insidious delusion of the century, 
namely that the state can do it better, 
and that a republic can remain free by 
subjugating its people. These junkies 
control the language of reality, and have 
done so for years. They have, in the 
phrase used by Henry Kissinger in 
another connection, 
“preempted 
the 
categories.” So that they get away with 
statements like “free health” and “free 
education.” which is like talking about 
square triangles, or rectangular circles 
We are a long way from a general 
penetration of these superstitions, which 
may or may not come before the cure for 
cancer is discovered: but this week, 
anyway. Gallup brought glad tidings

cost-of-living 
clause for congressional salaries. In­ 
cidentally. Lagomarsino voted against 
both the law and the increase and instead 
mounted a drive to repeal the entire law 
That drive was killed last week on a vote 
of 196-198. 
A lso k illed w as an attem p t by 
Lagomarsino and others to put a lid on 
the special allowances members receive 
for stationery and other office expenses 
such as we outlined here in a previous 


column. Lagomarsino and others also at­ 
tempted to open House payroll records to 
public inspection and to eliminate the 
taxpayer subsidy for House restaurants, 
barber and beauty shops 


In an unusual move, the House Rules 
Committee refused to allow any of the 
reform amendments to be offered, a tac­ 
tic which Lagomarsino describes as 
“unheard of.” 
“They also complicated the issue by 
requiring the Senate to go along with the 
H ouse in turning down the October in­ 
crease.” he commented. “ I think that in­ 
dicates they weren’t serious about it ” 


Our congressman has now introduced 
a bill repealing the automatic pay raise 
and a co n stitu tio n a l am endm ent 
providing that no pay raise approved by 
Congress for itself can take effect until 
after an election 


He said such an amendment was once 
suggested by James Madison and ap­ 
proved by Congress but the states did not
